President Wilson won an mldi- 
ticnal victory iii the house this 
afternoon in id s fight for repeal 
of the Panama free to ll s exemp­ 
tion. By a vote of *J(M> to 172, 
the house swept aside all oppo­ 
sition and a d o p t e d the rule for 
limited consideration of the Sims 
iepcaI resolution. Speaker ( ’lark 
h a d Ids name called and voted 
“No." 
On a previous resolu­ 
tion the house voted -0 7 to 170 
to close debate *>n the rule. The 
test vote was generally regarded
